Duthie, Collynie, 
Aberdeen, Scotland, and imported by Forbes Bros., Henry, Ill. She belongs 
to the Waterloo family which were among the best of Mr. Bates’ families. 
‘Sanders” History says: ‘‘He bought Waterloo Cow of Thos. Parkin, Thorp, 

Durham county. She wasa short legged, wide, red cow with the look of the 

‘pure Short-Horn.”’ They were distinguished for their thick, mellow flesh 
and-furry coats. Waterloo Cow was one of the five top females sent to be 
bred to Norfolk (2377), which produced Waterloo 3d, the aneestress of a fine 
family of cattle still bearing that name. 

Cumbertand’s Last—One of the greatest show bulls ever bred in Iowa 
and a sire of many noted prize winners, among which is Royal Cumberland 
who was practically undefeated at the fall shows of 1911. He headed a 
young herd that won eleven first prizes at the eleven greatest live stock 
shows in the United States. He was sold to the Allen Cattle Co. of Colorado 
for $3,000.
